DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because in Figs. 1 A, IB and 3 should be functionally 
labelled. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

4. Claims 4, 5, 7, 8 and 1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only and 
cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, 
the claims 4, 5, 7, 8 and 1 1 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bobert (5610664). 

As to claims 1-3, 9 and 10, Bobert discloses the claimed subject matter, the claimed 
marking is met by the reference numeral 33 of Figs.3B and 3C, the claimed creating a second 
teletext page is met by Figs. 3B and 3C and the claimed making available the marked part is met 
by Figs. 3B and 3C (see colunm 4 line 32-colunm 6 line 60). 

As to claim 6, the claimed window is met by the window 34 (Fig. 6A, 6B, column 7 lines 

16-58).
